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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  citizens  of  the  Dummer  School  District: 

In  my  report  1  shall  attempt  to  keep  you  informed  of 
matters  which  affect  you  as  tax  payers  and  which  may  affect 
your  children  attending  the  Berlin  School  System.  Other  means 
such  as  our  annual  public  hearing  on  the  budget  will  also  be  used. 
Combined  it  is  hoped  we  will  be  able  to  provide  you  with  the 
needed  information  needed  to  conduct  the  business  of  the 
school  district. 

SCHOOL  WARRANT 

Article  5  in  your  school  warrant  asks  the  District  to  raise 
$18,000.00  as  a  deficit  appropriation  to  pay  its  obligations  for 
the  1980  -  81  school  year.  Of  the  $18,000.00  some  $13,000.00 
may  be  found  in  tuition  alone.  Another  $1,500.00  may  be  found 
under  bus  repairs  which  for  the  first  time  will  run  over  three 
times  above  the  amount  budgeted.  Both  of  these  items  are 
beyond  the  control  of  the  school  board  and  represent  expenses 
which  must  be  paid.

The  tuition  rates  for  1981-82  have  increased  only  slightly 
over  the  previous  year  due  primarily  to  budget  cut  backs  in 
Berlin  over  the  past  two  years.  Whether  this  trend  will  continue 
is  doubtful;  particularly  as  one  considers  the  upward  inflationary 
pressures  communities  are  experiencing  thoughout  the  country. 


STATE  AID 

In  addition  to  inflation  the  reliability  of  state  aid  is  perhaps 
the  greatest  problem  faced  by  many  New  Hampshire  school 
districts.  Of  particular  note  in  recent  months  has  been  the 
funding  problem  in  the  area  of  handicapped  education.  The 
basis  of  the  problem  can  be  found  in  legislation  passed  several 
years  ago  when  the  state  made  the  decision  to  place  the  problem 
of  educating  the  handicapped  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
federal  government.  By  so  doing  the  state  hoped  to  receive 
federal  financial  aid  equal  to  40%  of  all  excess  tuition  costs 
over  and  above  twice  the  state  average  per  pupil  costs.  Un- 
fortunately the  federal  government,  due  to  inflationary  pressures, 
has  been  unable  to  meet  its  commitments.  Thus,  it  has  left  the 
state  with  a  shortfall  of  some  $6  million.  To  avoid  a  repeat 
of  the  problem  in  the  upcoming  state  budget  and  to  assure  the 
promises  it  made  are  fulfilled,  proposed  legislation  would  pass 
the  excess  costs  on  to  the  districts  throughout  the  state. 

Rather  then  receiving  40%  of  excess  costs  as  promised  dis- 
tricts will  most  probably  receive  10%  or  about  $163.00  per 
pupil.  With  regard  to  the  state  making  up  the  shortfall,  legis- 
lation now  being  proposed  would  cap  off  costs,  and  pass  along 
all  increases  to  the  school  districts.  This  way,  the  state  will 
be  able  to  continue  receiving  what  little  aid  it  can  without  the 
problem  of  added  costs  to  themselves.  Unfortunately  for  the 
districts  throughout  the  state  the  future  holds  little  promise 
for  improvements.  Rather,  recent  events  would  indicate  that  the 
problem  of  funding  will  get  worse  and  could  adversely  affect 
nearly  every  community  in  the  state. 
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AMENDMENTS  to  the  AREA  AGREEMENT 

The  proposed  amendments  to  the  Berlin-Dummer  AREA 
Plan  voted  in  March  of  1980  were  never  approved  by  the  Berlin 
City  Council.  Unofficially  it  was  the  decision  of  the  Council 
that  it  might  consider  a  serious  proposal  by  Dummer  to  buy 
out  the  remaining  years  of  the  contract  at  a  figure  that  would 
be  considered  by  everyone  as  totally  unreasonable.  Realizing 
that  the  Council  would  most  probably  not  alter  its  position 
legal  cousel  was  sought.  Based  upon  the  advice  received  it  was 
the  decision  of  the  Board  to  drop  further  consideration  of  the 
matter.
